; . The Revised Naval Deal. 

.  Wasbinglon, December 16. 

Itis officially confirmed thatthe naval agreement adheres to 
the 3/35 ratio, bat the orisinal proposals have been modified to 
permit Japan to retaio the Mursu, against which she scraps an older 
ship. The United states will rethin two more po3t-Jatland ships, 
under coriatruct on. instead of older ships, while Britain is percnitted 
to build two pest-Jutisad ships, against which she scrap four mare 
pre-Dreadnovghts. . 

Summing up, Japan scraps 435,000 tons and retains ten capital 
ships of 313,000 tons; The United States scrap thirty, aggremating 
327,000 tons, end Keep eighteen, aggregating 526.000 tans. Britain 
scrape twenty-three, aggregating 606,000 tons, instead of the 583,000 
originally proposed, and keeps twenty of 582000 tons, instead of 
twenty-two of 604.000 tons. 

‘The ten year’s naval holiday will be maintained except for the 
construction ofthe shipsbefore mentioned. The maximum tonnage 
‘imitation for replacement ships js fixed a: 37,020 each, accosding to 
the American standard of measurement. The maximam capital-ship

DEATH OF SIR BOSHAN WEI YUR. 


We record, with deep regret, the 
death, occurring at his residence 
37 Wong-nei-cheong road xt 9.15 
last night, of Sir Boshan Wei Yuk, 
a bighly esteemed member of the 
Chicese community. The deceas- 
ed had-been in verr indifferent 
health for the past twelve months 
and passed away at the ripe old 
age of it years. 

Sir Boshan Wei Yuk. was 
prominently identiied with the 
business activities of the Colony 
and teck a great interest in public 
work, serving the Chinese com 
munity for manx+years on the 
Legislative Ciunoil,-on’ whichh¢ 
did much useful ‘and valued “der- 
vice. 

Born in Hongkong, ‘the son of 
Mr. Wei Kwong, a banker, Sir 
Bosnan married in 1892 tne eldest 
daughter of the Hon. Mr. Wong 
Shing, the second Chinese member 
to be appointed to the Hongkong 
Legislative 


educated privately and at the 


Government Central School, Hong-} 


kong, later proceeding to England 
where he entered Stoneygate 
School and the Dollar Institation, 
Scotland. After a European tour, 


he returned to Hongkong in the} 


year 1872 and entered the service 
of the Chartered Mercantile Bank 
of India, London snd Chins, now 
the Mercantile Bank of India, Ltd, 


‘and on the death of his father, who 


was the bank’s compradore, be 
retired from its service for 2 
period of three years, He rejoin- 
ed as compradore it 1875 and held. 
the position for many years. 

Sir Boshan was appointed a 
Justice of the Peace In 1883 and 
three years later was made an 
Unofficial member of the Legis- 
lative Council, representing the 
Chinese, in which position. be 
served until a few years ago. He 
was Chairman of the Tung Wah 
1831-83, 1888-9, and 
one of the founders of the’ Po 
Leung Kuk (Socisty for Protec-

_ (The following communication 
is of interest now that the 
quastion of extraterritorial rights 
is tothe fore.) .

Tho following letter, which has 
heen addressed by the Shanghai 
District Court to the Chinese,

Germany's: Notification, 


The vague tale about a 
Moratorium for Germany in 
respect of reparation payments 
assunied definite shape with the 
cables tohand yesterday: stating 
that Germany has notified the 
Reparations Commission of her 
inability tn meet the instalments 
due inthe new year. Germany 
avers that the most she can raise 
is M. 200,000,000, which is but 
a tithe of the anoval payments 
fixed for the early years. If, as 
we think, the ‘sum about to 
become due is a six months’ 
instalment, the fgure mentioned 
represants only 20{per cent. of the 
amount,in addition to which there 
is, presumably, the cost of the 
army ofoccupation, The German 
Note hiots that there may be 
default over future instatments, 
which is only too likely if the 
prelicansry ones fall into arrear. 
If Germany really means what 
she ssys, ® grave situation is 
created, entailing consideration 
anew of the whole reparations 
problem. There was a hope, if 
ooly a faint one, that the entire 
qpestion of wardebts, including 
those due fram ex-enemies, might 
be arranged aa the basis of ao 
all-round readjustment. The 
action of the United states Con- 
gress shuts toe door on that, at 
any rateas far as America, one 
of the largest creditors, is con- 
cerned, As belweenthe European 
Allies, the difficulty may be 
further complicated by the 
Wiesbaden agreement now that 
Germauy threatens default in 
respect of the cash payments, 
while intimating that she may 
be able to make deliveries in 
kind, presumably in pursuance 
of the agreemont just referred 
to, which would apparently give 
France ao advantage over 
the othercreditors, At the mo- 
mont the po-tenss are about as 
unfavourable as they couldbe. A 
gleam of hope may be foundin 
the kalsidoscopic changes that 
characterise international affairs 
in these days. Directly germane 
to the problem is the result of the 
Reparation Commission's recent 
investigations in Germany, but 
wa’ have not been vouchsafed 
aoy definite information upon 
this all-important point, It is 
pissing curious that after all this 
time the Allis hava been unable. 
according to appearances, to 
ascertain with any measure of 
accuracy what Germany can pay 
anc whatshe cannot.
